An easement 25 feet in width for an existing trail from Oil Well Road south and east along existing *"*
seismic lines to the Deep Creek Fire Tower and state land. Locally known as Deep Creek Dome
Trail. Use restricted to non-motorized summer use only. Legal access is provided by LSH 361. • |
Ninilchik Dome Road
An easement 60 feet in width for an existing trail locally known as Ninilchik Dome Road. Legal ac-
cess is provided by LSH 360 and ADL 225683. Note: There are three short segments of Ninilchik j J
Dome Road which currently have no known reserved easement: 1) between the Sterling Highway *"•
and the west boundary of Sec 20, T 2 S, R14 W, SM; 2) where the route crosses Sec 28, T 2 S, R14 W,
SM; and, 3) where the route crosses Sec 1, T 3 S, R14 W, SM. i I
Oil Well Road ^
An easement 60 and 100 feet in width for existing Oil Well Road beginning approximately 5.9 miles
east of the Sterling Highway at the end of the state maintained portion of Oil Well Road and ending i I
at the former Amoco well site known as Pad 3 on the western edge of the Caribou Hills. Legal ^
access is provided by ADL 29520, LSH 368, QCD 914, QCD 916, and BIN 6. Note: currently there is
no known reserved easement for that portion of Oil Well Road where it crosses private land in the i 1
NE1 /4, Sec 2, T 2 S, R12 W, SM (USS 7948, Lot 1). J
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
